“ We face an enem y we cannot 
hope to im press by words, however 
eloquent, but only by deeds—exe­ 
cuted under circum stances of our 
own choosing.”

Clark’s F ar E ast Command, but 
also that the arm istice talks could 
result in nothing more than wasted 
words and tim e. 
One year ago list month, when 
a cease-fire line was agreed upon 
at Panmunjom, quiet settled over 
the cold Korean front. In the last 
13 months that quiet has erupted 
frequently in savage, if small- 
scale fighting.

Clark took Anzio with power and 
it is doubtful if he’d try a landing 
in Korea unless he had the ships 
to keep pouring men on the beach 
once the attack started.

sure to get a bigger profit t h a n 
any other city departm ent 
could 
claim .” 
The question of “ profits,” how­ 


ever, is only “ part of the deal,” the j required of firefighters. 
D epart­ 
ment m em bers said: 
“ We feel that, if necessary, we 
would be able to go Into the w ater 
and sou age departm ent and w ith­ 
in reasonable tim e do just as good 
a job as the present w orkers are 
doing. 
“ Just as the w ater and sewage 
people \\ould probably be able to 
come into the fire departm ent and 
learn our job—although, even

French UN delegation said Red 
China’s demands that all prisoners 
be returned whether they went to 
or not is a call on the UN “to ac­ 
cept humanitarian bankruptcy.”

In 
fact, an increase is all but mandatory un­ 
der present conditions, if payrolls and 
taxes are to be met. This calls for increas­ 
ing both sales and production. 
Business in 1953, then, must at l e a s t 
equal the volume of 1952 to be satisfactory. 
Chere is no unanimous opinion among ex­ 
ecutives concerning business prospects for 
the new year. Some are convinced it will 
be a good year, but others are less opti­ 
mistic. All agree that business volume in 
the first hall of 1953 will be satisfactory, 
but some are pessimistic about the remain­ 
der of the year. 
Why a slump might rear its head in mid­ 
year seems somewhat obscure. Many fac­ 
tors will affect the nation’s economy dur­ 
ing the months ahead. Certain adjustments 
m ust be made here at home. Outcome of 
the Korean war will have a vital effect on 
business as well as other aspects of Amer­ 
ican life. 
Fortunately, there are no underlying fac­ 
tors which can be pointed to as harbingers 
of a recession.

be able to withstand a few hard jolts with­ 
out throwing in the sponge. Nothing can 
happen to American business that courage 
and good management cannot overcome.

GREEN CHRISTMAS 
IT’S A GREEN Christmas—long green, 
that is. The cash registers are jingling a 
Yuletide chorus that rings sweetly in m er­ 
cantile ears. 
The m erry sound may be deceptive, the 
echo of inflation based on deficit spending. 
But this is not the moment for scrutiny of 
the face of prosperity or for solemn con­ 
jecture about the intricacies of political 
economy. This is a time to be happy be­ 
cause others are happy and in this troubled 
world having money to spend seems to be 
one of the ingredients of happiness. 
Santa Claus will come to America with 
bulging bag and there’s no danger that 
he’ll be shot as he climbs into the chimney. 


In a monolithic world, even jazz becomes 
a political problem. Jazz is a kind of synco­ 
pated music which some people like to hear 
and have a right to under the Constitution. 
It is reputed to have been invented in New 
Orleans and its greatest exponent, I am 
told, is William C. Handy, one of the finest 
human beings I have ever encountered. 
Irving Berlin wrote “Alexander’s Rag­ 
time Band” in this mood when we were all 
younger, and there was a band called Jel- 
lyroll Morton’s Red Hot Peppers. 
However, I discover that M. Sokolsky, 
who must be a music commissar in Soviet 
Russia, and no relative of mine for all I 
know, has declared jazz condemned. He 
writes a long article on the subject which I 
have just read. In the United States any­ 
body can like any kind of music from a 
hurdy-gurdy to Bach, B e e t h o v e n and 
Brahms without offending the government. 
True, Mr. Truman wrote a letter on the 
subject once, but no laws were broken. In 
Soviet Russia, it is different: jazz i t con­ 
demned. 
Says the music commissar, M. Sokolsky: 
“V^hat, indeed, is less ‘in harmony* with 
our music, our Soviet songs, the Soviet peo­ 
ple’s great wealth of folklore, than a saxo­ 
phone throbbing like an aching tooth or 
howling away, than trombones roaring 
deafeningly, than muted trumpets squeal­ 
ing, or the monotonous, dull thump of the 
whole family of percussion instruments re­ 
lentlessly hammering into the listeners’ 
consciousness the mechanically repetitious 
rhythms of fox trot or rhumba? 
“No! We are resolutely opposed to the 
artificial combination of our music with the 
jazz band; those who try to squeeze our 
music into jazz form by main force muti­ 
late and mangle it.” 
It just goes to show that no two races of 
man can agree on anything. I was reading 
in this article a quotation from the origin­ 
al American-hater, Maxim Gorky, and I 
was sure what he was describing was 
symphony by Shostakovich as conducted 
by Leonard Bernstein: 
“Suddenly the thoughtful silence is brok­ 
en by the full beat of an idiotic drumstick 
one, two, three, ten, 20 drumbeats a n d 
then, like a lump of mud dropped into 
clear, transparent water, there comes 
wild shrieking, whistling, roaring, howling 
jm d banging; inhuman voices, suggestive 
of a horse’s neighing, burst forth; there is 
the grunting of brass pigs, the braying of 
donkeys, the croaking of frogs a-wooing; 
all this outrageous chaos of mad sound fol­ 
lows a barely perceptible rhythm; and af 
ter listening for a minute or two to these 
wails one involuntarily begins to imagine 
that an orchestra of madmen is perform 
mg. 
But no! This is not Shostakovitch; it is a 
description of American jazz. Gorky prob­ 
ably never heard of George Gershwin’s 
“Rhapsody in Blue,” or the glorious music 
of “Porgy and Bess.” For him, it is enough 
that jazz was made in America for it to 
be hated. Here is the punch line that tells 
the story:

in Colonial 
Days,” 
Which had been read to the club by 
Mrs. Robert Kelsey in 1941, a n d 
Mrs. Tom Renick again served as 
•narrator of the Christmas story of 
the, "Nutcracker of Nuremburg.” 
She was assisted by the Monday 
Club chorus, under the direction of 
Mis. James Moffitt, and accom­ 
panied by Mrs. R. C. McAlister at 
the piano. 
■ 
According to the paper read by 
Mrs. May, our early Christmas cus­ 
toms were created by legends and 
superstitions from all parts of the 
.world. Many Colonial f a m i l i e s 
• brought with them from England 
the love for this time, "when eat­ 
ing and drinking became the first 
duty of man.” Their homes were 
decorated with ivy, holly and mis- 
tltdoe. "Ivy held fame from t h e 
^ d * y s erf Rome: holly was the sym- 
^boJ of life here and hereafter; and 
mistletoe in early English legend, 
brought healing powers because it 
grew on the sacred oak*.” 
The only ceremonial part of the 
festivities was that of bringing in 
the Yule log, the huge trunk from 
an oak. The household and their 
guests would line up on both sides 
of-the doorw ay w hile the servants 
brought In the log. Then each mem- 
, her of the party would, in turn, sit 
ô on' the log, with much tumbling on 
the part of the young folks. 
Part of the Yule log was always 
kept to be used in the kindling of 
the new log the following year. 
They thought that this unused por­ 
tion helped to keep off lightning 
during the summer and 
prevent 
Other dangers during the year. 
According to legend in s o m e 
lands, fire w*as closely associated 
with the spirit world, and the fire 
^ p la c e with the Yule log was made 
the 
important 
feature, 
on 
this 
night, "when earth and Paradise 
touch hands.” 
The homes were lighted by can­ 
dles, one also being 
placed 
in 
each window, so that the l i g h t 
shone out over the roads and fields. 
This was following the tradition 
that, "the Christ Child wanders 
forth this night, and His way must 
be cheered, and the house ready 
1#for His entrance.” According to 
legend, He was sometimes disguis­ 
ed as a beggar or as an old man, 
or as a poor animal. Those who 
were kind to Him, 
though not 
knowing who He really was, were 
well rewarded, and those who were 
mean or cruel were punished. 
The last night of the year the 
Christmas trees and other greens 
weed for decorations were lovingly 
carried to the yard where d r y 
^ s tic k s had been piled on a 
high 
snow drift. These sticks were light­ 
ed and the Christmas greens plac­ 
ed on top. soon to be consumed in 
thé flames; for there was a tradi­ 
tion that good spirits of the forest

E n in Leist, manager of Circle- 
ville’s w a te r and sewage depart­ 
ment, outlined Monday how he 
came to hold hi^ present job and 
bow finances of the municipal 
branch operate. 
Leist said he felt “the public 
Is entitled to the rlarifiration. es­ 
pecially since it has been said 
that I’m holding two jobs at the 
same time.” 
The water-sevase unit, he ex­ 
plained, is a self supporting depart­ 
ment with its own fund for opera­ 
tions, independent of the general 
fund. Money for the water and sew­ 
age divisions is kept 
separate 
from each other, Leist said, under 
the heading of the whole depart­ 
ment’s operating fund. 
Leist explained the financial set­ 
up of his department in support of 
pay raise requests for water and 
sewage workers. 
“We took in more than we spent 
in 1952,“ he said, “ and thus feel 
we should be able 10 grant some in­ 
creases to members of our depart­ 
ment.’ 


AS FOR background of his con­ 
nection with the department, Leist 
outlined it as follow s: 
When the city built the sewage 
plant in May, 1939, he was put in 
charge as superintendent-chemist 
after taking and passing a competi­ 
tive Civil Service examination for 
the job. 
In the summer of 1946 when the 
Circleville water works became 
city-operated, he had just been re­ 
leased from his military leave of 
absence to serve in the a r m e d 
forces. At first he planned to re­ 
turn to the sewage plant position 
and sent notification to that effect 
while working temporarily in Col­ 
umbus.
